The musical reminiscences of the English- 
born musician who had one career as a vio- 
linist before he was twenty, then achieved 
even greater success as a pianist. He reveals 
very little of his personal history, but writes 
entertainingly of his associations with the 
great musical figures of his time, Paderewski, 
Anton Rubinstein, Delius, Debussy, Gabrilo- 
witsch, and others.

This reads like a novel but is a factual ac- 
count of two colorful years of the author’s 
childhood. The Berrymans moved to western 
Texas about 1905 because Father had been 
appointed Baptist missionary to those parts. 
Murderers, the Ku Klux Klan, a bootlegging 
dentist, a conniving evangelist, and cowboys 
who were careless with their shooting irons 
occasioned a few of this wise and lovable 
man’s adventures, recorded here by his elder 
daughter.

Hingham, the old coastal town near Boston, 
is lovingly described by an author who has 
known it well for many years. In unrelated 


chapters, some reprinted from Christian 
Science Monitor, she tells of its old houses 
and churches, its historic characters, its 


souvenirs of earlier days, the customs that 
have survived, and something of her own 
gracious living. Pleasant reading and an addi- 
tion to the literature of New England.

Amusing and exciting adventures in the up- 
ward climb of a railroad man who, beginning 
as night operator in a little Midwestern town 
in 1900, rose to the position of a central pas- 
senger agent in Pittsburgh in less than eight 
years. Will appeal to younger readers as well 
as to the author’s contemporaries.

Ward, Barbara. The West at bay. Norton, 
$3.50. Tentative date September 24. 


English analysis of the economic factors un- 
derlying western Europe’s breakdown in pro- 
duction, and of a possible solution, the unifica- 
tion of the western European countries. Gives 
in detail the historical events leading to the 
present disruption, and the tremendous prob- 
lems involved in achieving anything like 
unity and obtaining U.S. approval of the 
plans. Important background reading: for an 
understanding of Europe’s predicament and 
our part in helping her. 


Welles, Sam. Profile of Europe. Harper, 
$3.50. Tentative date September 15. 


On the basis of the author’s personal experi- 
ences, in the State Department and five years 
in Europe between 1935 and an eight months’ 
trip in 1947, he comes to the conclusion that 
Russia and the rest of the world can have a 
lasting, peaceful relationship if America and 
the rest of the nations will be patient, firm, 
and consistent. Until we realize that the U.S. 
is the mysterious nation so far as other coun- 
tries are concerned, and until we have a 
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foreign policy, the world will not have peace.

Castor, Henry. The Spanglers. Doubleday, 
$3. September 23. 


In the mid-nineteenth century the Spanglers 
were a solid Pennsylvania Dutch family of 
Lancaster, secure in their possession of a 
hotel, and ruled in their personal lives by a 
narrow, jealous mother. One son found escape 
by running away with hotel money and being 
forcibly taken into the Union Army, the other 
volunteered, leaving behind, unknowingly, an 
unwed mother and a fatherless child, both to 
be scorned by his righteous mother. A schem- 
ing daughter married a wily financier who 
soon owned the hotel. A long story, with 
convincing details of soldiering in the Civil 
War and a harrowing picture of Andersonville 
prison, but lacking relieving light touches, not 
too well integrated in the separate histories of 
the children, and marred by many vulgarities. 
. 


Cather, Willa Sibert. The old beauty, and 
others. Knopf, $2.50. September 13. 


The last stories finished by this distinguished 
author have the usual delicate precision, the 
unobtrusive psychological insight, and the 
sympathy without pathos that marked all her 
work. The three stories are unrelated: the 
first is the tragedy of a woman who had had 
great beauty, and in age, without beauty or 
friends, had only memories; the second is a 
tender reminiscent tale of a young Nebraska 
teacher; the third a sketch of a lonely man 
escaping from family and success to his refuge 
on a Canadian island. 


Harris, Bernice (Kelly). Hearthstones, a 
novel of the Roanoke River country in 
North Carolina. Doubleday, $3. Sept. 9. 


Not all libraries will need this, but readers 
who liked the author’s previous stories of 
North Carolina country folk living close to 
the soil in primitive conditions will enjoy 
this tale of a family’s association with army 
deserters. It is really two stories, the first of 
the Day family in the 60’s, harassed by the 
nearby wealthy landowner because Day had 
deserted the Confederates, the second part 
telling of Day’s daughters, now very old 
women, eccentric and suspicious after a life- 
time on their island, and of their surprising 
adoption of a deserter from World War II and 
his regeneration. 


Henkle, Henrietta. Fire in the heart: the 
love story of Fanny Kemble, by Henrietta 
Buckmaster [pseud.]. Harcourt, $3. Ten- 
tative date October 21. 


Warm and tender story of the dislike of the 
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great Sarah Siddons’ niece for the theater, of 
her encouragement by Sir Thomas Lawrence 
when she joined her father’s failing company 
at Covent Garden, and her love for Sir 
Thomas and Pierce Butler of Philadelphia. 
The reader may grow a little weary of the 
competition for Fanny’s hand and her pre- 
occupation with the slavery movement. 


Klempner, John. Hurry hurry home. 
Scribner, $3. September. 
A few crucial weeks in the lives of two 


sisters whose marriages had been ended by 
desertion and death, told lightly, with divert- 
ing chit-chat, in a story that has the appeal 
cf sentiment, engaging children, and a happy 
ending. Nora, whose weak husband could not 
cope with the responsibility of four offspring, 
felt her love and faith in him were justified 
when he died heroically and in doing so 
provided a home for the family. Sue, a war 
widow, had given her unwanted twins to her 
mother-in-law while she supported them by 
singing in night clubs, but found the band 
leader whom she loved had condemned her as 
a heartless mother when he heard of the 
twins. 


Lin, Yu-t’ang. Chinatown family, a novel. 
John Day, $3. October. 


In a running chronological narrative without 
plot the author tells of the Fong family mak- 
ing its way and becoming Americanized on 
New York’s East side. First father and the 
elder sons came from China, started a laun- 
dry, and saved the passage money for the 
other members. Before the mother arrived 
one son had married an Italian girl, but 
tolerance and affection kept the household 
happy and soon mother had plans for a res- 
taurant. Probably a fair, if superficial, picture 
of typical Chinese in America, but the short 
sentences make a monotonous style, and the 
characterization lacks subtlety and depth.

A tender little story of young love and trag- 
edy on Cape Cod. The man who tells the 
story had befriended Johanna, a lonely young 
girl, brought from an orphanage to work for 
the father who had never acknowledged her, 
and had seen the happiness a boy and a 
puppy brought to her life briefly before the 
sea took both of them, leaving Johanna 
desolate, but with memories of happiness and 
friendship.

A poetic and moving tale based on the ex- 
ploits of Harriet Tubman. one-time slave 
who acted as a conductor for the underground 
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railroad. The story is told in retrospect by 
Samuel who recalls how he, as a small boy, 
accompanied Harriet and eight other “pas- 
sengers” on the grueling and perilous journey 
to Canada and freedom. ? 


Renault, Mary. North face. Morrow, $3 
September 15. 


Neil Langton blames himself because he 
wasn’t on hand to prevent his ex-wife’s in- 
fidelity and the death of their child; Ellen 
Shorland believes herself to be responsible 
for her fiancé’s death. Drawn together by the 
similarity of their emotional problems Neil 
and Ellen carry on an outwardly uneventful 
courtship, but the absence of action is not 
noticed as the two progress toward a mutual 
understanding and each loses the sense of 
guilt. English setting. 


Schofield, William Greenough. The deer 
cry; a novel of Patrick of Eirinn. Long- 
man:, $3. Tentative date September. 

Patrick herded cows in Eirinn, where he was 
sent as a slave when sixteen, until a voice 
told him to return home to prepare for his 





evangelistic mission to Ireland. Follows most 
of the currently accepted facts of the saint’s 
life except that here he is born in Gaul. Sur- 
prisingly engrossing and effective.

Philadelphia is the scene of this refreshingly 
light and happy story, in which the romances 
come out right, and the people are normal 
human beings. It centers about the rooming 
house owned by Bella, an attractive widow, 
but run for the past 35 years by her cockney 
aunt, Miss Pheny, who has been introduced 
to the thrills and the risk of race-horse bet- 
ting by a jockey who lives in the house. 
Bella’s suitor is devoted but not too urgent, 
until suddenly a rival appears, with wealth 
and the impeccable social position of a Chest- 
nut Hill background, respected even by Main 
Line families. Horace’s evident intention of 
marrying Bella causes consternation in Phila- 
delphia society; Philadelphia snobbery is 
gently ridiculed, as are the determined be- 
nevolence and democracy of the wealthy 
Quakers.

and knows how to use it. The world 
is camera-minded, and we live in a world 
of pictures.” So says Fred Barton in his 
delightful and stimulating book Photog-. 
raphy As a Hobby. It goes without say- 
ing that every librarian need well be con- 
scious of the importance of hobbies and 
the part they play in every community 
life. Photography, that universal hobby 
which has grown into a veritable language, 
offers unlimited possibilities for service 
for the librarian. He must recognize its 
professional as well as its amateur rank 
in order to build a well-rounded collection 
on this subject of so many interesting 
facets. This article is written with that 
objective, and will attempt to recommend 
the titles essential for a good, basic photo- 
graphic collection. 

The Fun of Photography by the Sca- 
cheris will attract old and young, rich and 
poor, artist and prosaic. It is a refreshing 
book which shows how the photographic 
hobby can satisfy the urge to create with- 
out long years of training. 

Camera Art As a Means of Self-Expres- 
sion, by Max Thorek, is a beautiful work 
of personal experiences, theories, and 
methods, by one of the internationally 
known amateur photographers. He em- 
phasizes the gain in creating photographic 
masterpieces by control methods in order 
to achieve self-expression. It is a spirited 
book and includes the author’s own expe- 
rienced procedures. 

The book by Miller and Brummitt, This 
Is Photography, caused quite a stir in the 
photographic book world with its unusual 
approach in stressing the why and how of 
photography. It attempts to explain the 
means, so that the ends will mean better 


pictures. Many of the chapters inchude 
experiments which tend to increase dark- 
room enjoyment as well as photographic 
understanding and skill. A most satisfy- 
ing book. 

The beginner will prick-up his photo- 
graphic ears with How to Develop, Print 
and Enlarge Pictures by Epstein and De- 
Armand. It is an excellent book written 
in simple laboratory style and adequately 
explains the actual working procedure for 
contact prints and enlargements, in addi- 
tion to mixing solutions and constructing 
equipment. The 210 excellent photographs 
well illustrate their aims. 

Julian Mack and Miles Martin wrote 
The Photographic Process to meet the 
need for a college text. It will give the 
sincere advanced amateur a_ sounder 
understanding of principles and _ basic 
technique than he will find in the more 
general works on photography. The last 
50 pages comprise a laboratory manual of 
experiments which serve to coordinate the 
preceding theories. 

An amazing wealth of information for 
amateur and professional photography is 
found in The Complete Photographer, a 
set of 10 volumes edited by Willard D. 
Morgan. This is an excellent set and in- 
cludes industrial, commercial, scientific, 
medical, documentary, home movies, com- 
position, free lance,and news photography. 
It is profusely illustrated, well compiled 
and practical. An essential for a reference 
collection. 

Not the least of the amateur photogra- 
pher’s pleasure is the fun and fascination 
of constructing his own dark-room equip- 
ment. Popular Science Monthly has pub- 
lished How to Make Your Own Photo- 
graphic Equipment, and Walter Burton has 
written Home-built Photo Equipment. 
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These are both good, practical titles, with 
directions easy to follow. They have many 
illustrations and many new ideas for the 
amateur to put into practice. 

No photographic dark-room is complete 
without an enlarger and Joseph Lootens 
in his On Photographic Enlarging and 
Print Quality, shows the photographer 
how to use that enlarger which he has just 
acquired. The author is an authority on 
the enlarging process and his book intro- 
duces the amateur to that new world 
of photography only through an 
enlarger. 

With the advent of the flash bulb some 
years ago, photography was completely 
revolutionized, and nothing has done more 
to broaden its scope. This interest is in- 
creased because flash bulbs are becoming 
more plentiful and because flash syn- 
chronizers are now being built into many 
of the newer cameras. Flash Photography 
by Gordon Parks and Flash in Modern 
Photography by William Mortensen, are 
two books which point out the value of 
flash and its correct application as used in 
every phase of photography. Both books 
have excellent photographs showing flash 
technique and its accomplishments. 

Photographic Chemicals and Solutions 
is written by John Crabtree and G. E. 
Matthews. Both are photographic chemists 
at the Eastman Kodak Research Labora- 
tories and have upon their 25 
years’ experience in writing this book. It 
is intended for the small as well as the 
large user of photographic chemicals, and 
of value to scientific investigators, X-ray 
technicians, and motion picture workers. 
They have included useful charts, tables, 
and an excellent working formulary.

We have a “new look” for the time-old 
problem of planning your picture before 
you snap the shutter and of putting your 
images together so that the ideas and 
emotions you really want to express will 
be in your finished picture. This is clearly 
explained and aptly illustrated in Image 
Management by Nicholas Haz. Haz is in- 
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ternationally recognized as a photographic 
artist, painter, and salon judge. 

For the user of the larger camera, 
Graphic Graflex Photography, edited by 
Morgan and Lester, is the master book. It 
is a complete and practical working hand- 
book for users of the Graflex, Speed 
Graphic, and other larger cameras. It in- 
cludes an elaborate index and excellent 
illustrations. 

Kodachrome and Ektachrome from All 
Angles, by Fred Bond, is a new book for 
the color enthusiast, one which will pro- 
vide a greater understanding of the glories 
and wonders of color photography. It is so 
far the only comprehensive work on 
Kodachrome and Ektachrome and will be 
a source of fact and inspiration to the 
color worker. 

The Leica Manual, by Morgan and 
others, is full of tested information care- 
fully compiled for the Leica owner. This, 
its eleventh edition, is proof of the pud- 
ding. 

It is not long before the photographic 
amateur passes the beginner stage, and 
finds his interest tending toward isolated 
subjects. Whether it be bees or bridges, 
he welcomes any book just on his current, 
special, interest. And so, through the 
author Suschitzky we have two outstand- 
ing, high quality books of this type. One 
is Photographing Children, and the other 
Photographing Animals. Both are remark- 
able in photographic technique and un- 
usual subject matter. The illustrations are 
original photographic prints of extraor- 
dinary quality and interest. 

A fascinating branch of pictorialism, 
especially for the beginner, is table-top 
photography, and many have been the fine 
creations of illusion of reality by these 
enthusiasts. Tabletop Photography by 
Harkness and Draper includes complete 
details for making many miniature set- 
ups. 

Frank Fraprie and Robert Morris wrote 
Copying Technique for those who want 
to copy photographs, engravings, paint- 
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ings, written records or the printed page. 
It includes the equipment necessary and 
the recommended procedure to obtain the 
best possible in photographic reproduction. 

Photography plays an ever increasingly 
important role in engineering industries 
and few indeed are the industries today 
which have been left untouched by the 
camera. It is one of the most accurate and 
reliable instruments available for the con- 
trol of production, from design to the 
finished product. Photography in Engi- 
neering by Tupholme, and How to Take 
Industrial Photcgraphs by Zielke and 
Beezley are two books essential to the 
industrial photographer. These titles are 
timely, including the high-speed, X-ray 
and infra-red applications. 

Carroll B. Neblette, a photographic 
counselor and administrator, points out in 
Careers in Photography some of the possi- 
bilities of photography as a career. He 
stresses the need for competent photogra- 
phers in the field of scientific and applied 
photography, where the greatest advances 
are being made. 

No list on photography would be com- 
plete without the Edward Wall Photo- 
graphic Facts and Formulas. This book 
follows a long line of distinguished prede- 
cessors and is a response to a continuous 
demand for a work that will give, in con- 
venient form, the essential facts and 
formulas constantly used in photography. 
It is not scientific, but is a working guide 
for practical photographers, giving plain 
working directions for the most commonly 
used processes. It is revised and rewritten 
by Franklin Jordan. 

By no means does the amateur photog- 
rapher remain in the background when it 
comes to selling his work. especially to 
magazines advertising for pictures in spe- 
cial subjects. The Universal Photo Alma- 
nac and Market Guide is an annual 
publication listing ‘wants’ in the picture 
field, and amateurs do comply. 

Every book collection on photography 
needs at least one title on history. The 
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most complete work of this kind is Josef 
Eder’s History of Photography translated 
by Edward Epstean. It is based on the 
earliest authoritative sources of our 
knowledge of physics and light. It is a 
scholarly masterpiece. 

Likewise, no library photographic col- 
lection could be complete without its 
periodicals. They are the means of photo- 
graphic advancement and increased inter- 
est, and should be given preference over 
book titles. At present, the four important 
ones in this country are American Photog- 
raphy, Camera, Photographic Society of 
America Journal and Popular Photog- 
raphy. All are written for the amateur 
except P.S.A. Journal, which is both ama- 
teur and professional in its scope. All four 
titles are indexed in one or more indexes 
and carry book reviews or abstracts. 

Handcraft material in photography is 
prolific, and a detailed card file by subject 
of things-to-make would find wide usage. 
Dark-room plans, contact printers, tri- 
pods, enlargers, tanks, camera details, etc., 
are always in demand. The ads in photo- 
graphic magazines offer much useful free 
pamphlet material. Needed information 
about organizing camera clubs can be had 
from the Camera Club Service, Eastman 
Kodak Co., Rochester, N. Y. 

Interest in photography can be stimu- 
lated by posters, notices of local camera 
club activities, and by sponsoring a con- 
test of pictures of the city, taken by ama- 
teurs. Displays of vacation shots and 
travel books make for a pleasing combina- 
tion of interests. Talks by town photog- 
raphers to amateurs always find an en- 
thusiastic audience, and would provide the 
occasion to introduce the library’s book 
collection on photography. 

We who enjoy being amateur photogra- 
phers know how essential good books are 
to our pleasure. Besides being one of the 
best hobbies in the world, it provides the 
thrill of achievement plus the joy of 
creating. May your collection contribute 
toward this end!

These reminiscences of pioneering in Michigan 
are of approximately the period of Lutes’s 
The country kitchen (Booxk.ist 33:44, O 36), 
but are less domestic, and are of a region 
farther north, near Little Traverse. The family 
settled there in 1874 and cleared a farm in the 
forest, with Indians, half-breeds, and a few 
white families as neighbors. These chapters 
tell of a boy’s experiences with livestock, 
maple sugar making, butchering, and school- 
ing, and one describes the slaughter of car- 
rier pigeons. The author, formerly director 
of the New York Agricultural experiment 
station at Geneva, is well known for his books 
on fruit raising. 


Ives, Burl. Wayfaring stranger. Whittle- 
sey. $3.50. Tentative date October. 


Scattered, mildly humorous recollections of 
Ives’s childhood and adolescence in rural IIli- 
nois, and of his struggle to receive recogni- 
tion as a singer of old ballads. Tries to show 
that he is one of the simple folk of whom he 
sings and that his interest in ballads stems 
from his family’s singing of them when he 
was a small child. 


MacDonald, Betty (Bard). The plague 
and I. Lippincott, $2.75. October 13. 
The author's account of her struggle with tu- 


berculosis is not hilarious in the manner of 
her Egg and I (Booxtist 42:56, O 15 45) but 


it will have a wide appeal nevertheless. Her 
fellow patients at the sanatorium make up a 
cross section of humanity, and each measures 
up to the demands of the cure according to 
the amount of intrepidity she possesses. Betty 
and her irrepressible kindred spirits, most 
memorable of whom is Kimi the beautiful 
and oversized Japanese, meet the situation 
with spirit and flashes of grim humor. Pub- 
lished serially in Good Housekeeping. 


Sheerin, Maria Williams. The parson takes 
a wife. Macmillan, $2.50. Tentative date 
October 19. 


The worldly young woman who marries the 
parson and makes an excellent wife has been 
the subject of several recent novels; here 
we have her own version of the story by one 
woman who lived it. Mrs. Sheerin tells of 
her F.F.V. background, her marriage to a 
charming young Irish clergyman from Pitts- 
burgh, and their highly educational experi- 
ences in Richmond, Waco, Chattanooga, New 
York, and Washington. Equanimity and 
superb common sense are the lady’s dis- 
tinguishing characteristics, and the reader 
gathers that she has been more successful in 
the role of preacher’s wife than she modestly 
indicates.

When at last he had his ship and took her to 
the East Indies it was his younger brother 
who arranged a marriage for Dulcey, was 
credited with the paternity of her child, and 
lost his social standing and his chance at Har- 
vard. Before his early death he realized that 
Dash, for his own manhood, must acknowl- 
edge the child and take his chance with his 
fiancée, but Dash took the easier way, and as 
Salem declined he and his fiancée lived on, 
desiccated, sterile figures from a nobler age.

The author man- 
ages to drive home the point that there are 
neither defenses nor counter measures against 
atom bombs, and that the physiological effects 
are insidious and increase in d2adliness with 
the passage of time.

A drama in two acts, depicting what might 
have happened if England had been invaded 
and occupied in 1945. The scene throughout 
is an English pub, where the protagonists 
gather and align themselves with the Ger- 
mans or the British resistance movement, 
with the exception of a few who are so much 
occupied with petty concerns that they are 
indifferent to the issue.

Boyish language sus- 
tains the boyish point of view that extends to 
the picture of the author’s father, then chan- 
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cellor of New York University, and to family 
affairs. Several arch references foreshadow 
the author’s position as a college president. 


The struggle behind the 
iron curtain; tr. from the Hungarian by 
Stephen K. Swift. Macmillan, $6. No- 
vember 19. 


Nagy, who was prime minister of Hungary for 
16 months during 1946 and 1947, tells briefly 
of his background and rise to power as a 
member of the peasant’s party, and in more 
detail of his nation’s death struggle with the 
USSR. Avers that Hungary assumed orig- 
inally that Russia was trustworthy because 
she saw that the American and British gov- 
ernments trusted her, and that the West 
could easily have supported Hungary’s stand 
against subjugation.

A short, fast-moving story of a western bad 
man, a professional killer who was hired by 
the big cattlemen to rid their country of the 
small farmers and homesteaders who were 
moving in on the cattle range. In the end he 
paid for the crimes alone because he never 
knew who hired him. Sentiment enters when 
a goodhearted woman, now living honestly, 
gives him tenderness and pity because she 
knows his unhappiness, but when he kills a 
child she identifies him as the murderer.

Born in 
a Russian village, the author, fortunate in 
having a father who wanted his sons educated, 
and could give them some support, was in- 
dependent at an early age, and studied in 
Berlin and Geneva. His life has been divided 
between science and Zionism, and he tells in 
detail of the struggles, internal dissension and 
politics, the statesmen, Jewish and Gentile, 
with whom he has worked, always with a 
Jewish state in Palestine as his objective. 


White, William Lindsay. Land of milk 
and honey. Harcourt, $3. January 6. 


The author of They were expendable (Boox- 
List 39:30, O 1 42) tells the story of a thirty- 
one-year-old bomber pilot in the Soviet air 
force who bailed out of a floundering plane 
after the war and found his way to the US. 
Largely concerned with the man’s life in Rus- 
sia where he grew un along with the Soviet 
experiment. This is a carefully built-up pic- 
ture of the comparative prosperity of the Rus- 
sian peasant before collectivism was enforced 
in 1929, and of the opportunities for youth 
without money or prestige to achieve success. 
Points out that some Russians questioned the 
ruthless use the Soviet made of force and pro- 
paganda, and that the impression the outside 
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world made on young Russian men and wom- 
en was not as the government had anticipated.

History of the Swedish people's spiritual, 
social, economic, and political growth, de- 
signed to show that universal peace may only 
be achieved by mature nations individually 
willing that their relationships with other 
countries be peaceful, and not by a council’s 
decision imposed from without. Believes that 
Sweden’s willingness to deal justly with other 
nations stems from her demonstrated ability 
to enjoy an unusual measure of comfort and 
security at home. 


Kluckhohn, Clyde. Mirror for man, the 
relation of anthropology to modern life.

The meaning, methods, and aims of anthro- 
pology are explained for laymen in straight- 
forward, readable exposition without self- 
conscious oversimplification. Addressed par- 
ticularly to citizens of the U.S., the book 
affords the reader an appreciation of himself 
and people of other nations as individuals 
and as members of differing cultures. 


Magidoff, Robert. In anger and pity, a re- 
port on Russia. Doubleday, $3. March 10. 


Estimate of postwar attitudes in Russia by an 
American correspondent who was stationed in 
that country for 12 years. His story begins 
with his expulsion from the U.S.S.R. in the 
spring of 1948 and ends with a chapter on the 
influence of American literature on the Rus- 
sian people; in between there are comments 
on individuals and institutions which show a 
genuine interest in and a friendly feeling for 
these people among whom he lived. One 
chapter attempts to answer, on the basis of 
his accumulated knowledge, the questions all 
Americans are asking. A good picture of the 
breakdown in communication between two 
worlds. 


Nansen, Odd. From day to day. Putnam. 
$5. January 21. 


Moderate in tone, homely in detail, intensely 
humanitarian in outlook, this gives the reader 
a sense of participation, and makes him feel,

as more lurid accounts have not, that these 
experiences could happen to him and his next 
door neighbor. Nansen, a Norwegian architect 
and son of the Arctic explorer, was a hostage 
in Nazi prison camps for three years, during 
which time he wrote and smuggled out this 
diary. Norwegians received preferential treat- 
ment, since they were blond Nordics (and 
received the most food parcels from which 
the Germans could cadge a share); even so 
their lot grew progressively worse. The ex- 
treme inhumanity of the things he endured 
and saw produced in Nansen a phobia against 
all things German; nevertheless he makes an 
impassioned plea on humanitarian grounds 
that they be shown mercy and kindness. 


St. John, Robert. Shalom means peace. 
Doubleday, $3. February 10. 


A record of St. John’s visit to Palestine im- 
mediately after the establishment of the State 
of Israel. Somewhat superficial, but perhaps 
a more accurate piece of reporting than the 
author’s The silent people speak (BOOKLIST 
44:201, F 1 48) since in the present case he 
was able to conduct his own interviews with 
English-speaking people. He records discus- 
sions with Jewish statesmen, leaders and 
rank-and-file members of the Irgun, Jewish 
and non-Jewish volunteers in Israel’s cause, 
male and female soldiers of the Haganah, 
members of cooperative communities, Arab 
leaders. and many other representative citi- 
zens of the new country. A very favorable 
report, with only one dissenter interviewed, 
a girl who yearned for life in America, which 
she expected to conform to the Hollywood 
pattern. 


Smith, Holland McTyeire and _ Finch, 
Percy. Coral and brass. Scribner, $3. 
January 17. 


For the public record General Smith tells the 
story of the Marine campaigns in the Pacific 
and of his struggle to achieve equal rank for 
his corps with Army and Navy. Speaks 
frankly of lack of Navy cooperation and the 
Army’s unwillingness to give credit, and does 
not hesitate to use the names of individuals. 
A convincing account written with obvious 
sincerity and in a pleasing manner. Parts of 
the book appeared in Saturday Evening Post. 













FICTION 


Hutchinson, Ray Coryton. Elephant and 
sastle, a reconstruction. Rinehart, $3.75. 
January 27. 


This long, crowded novel is the story of a 
marriage and a woman’s obsession. Armorel, 
from a broken family but of gentle birth, saw 
a boy in a street brawl and picked him for her 
own. After his prison term she enticed him to 
a boys’ club, started his education, married 
him, and went to live with his half-Italian 
family in the London slums. Gian was slow 
witted; Armorel’s efforts never raised him 
above a laborer’s status, but he was gentle, 
kindly, and submissive, and it was many years 
before he recognized Armorel for the half- 
mad creature she was. The story is too long, 
with too many ramifications, but the swarm- 
ing life of the London slums, vigorous, rough, 
at once brutal and tender, seems more au- 
thentic than the leading character. 


Mackintosh, Elizabeth. The Franchise af- 
fair, by Josephine Tey [pseud.].

As 
the A.P.’s woman correspondent the author 
had the entree to the Hoover, Roosevelt, and 
Truman households, and the reader’s impres- 
sion is that it was a mutually enjoyable con- 
tact. Mrs. Roosevelt seems easily to be the 
author’s favorite, though she pays warm trib- 
ute to numerous personalities outside the 
White House circle. News from the woman's 
angle also took Miss Furman to Capitol Hill, 
into government bureaus, and on many jaunts 
with Mrs. Roosevelt. A spontaneous expres- 
sion of an energetic and engaging personality.

The most decorated American soldier of 
World War II describes the day-to-day slog- 
ging and action of the infantry in the Italian 
campaign and the invasion of Europe through 
southern France. The first death in the com- 
pany occurred just after the landing in Sicily 
and emphasis in the narrative is on the suc- 
cessive losses of most of the original men in 
the company—all pals of the author. His own 
exploits that led to the decorations are related 
as a matter of course.

The father in this panegyric was a professor, 
but not professorial.

The story, told by his 
daughter, is a somewhat wry account of wife 
and daughter calming and soothing father, 
enduring vacations spent racketing about the 
country at high speed in an early model car 
and, before father settled down to the com- 
parative calm of a Wisconsin college, living 
precariously in California, Mexico, and other 
places. Among the more hilarious episodes 
are father’s feud with a state park superin- 
tendent and his attempt to move a _ sand 
beach, and mother’s ladylike blackmail threat 
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of working in a tearoom, which converted 
father to missionary support. This father is 
among the most flamboyant, as well as the 


most lovable, in this popular type of litera- 
ture.

Maria Mitchell was born of Nantucket Quaker 
stock and her biographer stresses the signifi- 
cance of that heritage. She had some formal 
schooling but her interest in mathematical 
calculations began and grew as she helped her 
father record his meteorological observations 
and study the heavens. Gradually with the 
passing of years their roles were reversed and 
William Mitchell assisted his famous daugh- 
ter. Her first contribution to astronomy was 
the discovery of her comet in 1847. For many 
years she was librarian of the Nantucket 
Atheneum. She traveled at home and abroad 
and her reputation in scientific circles led to 
her professorship of astronomy at Vassar. 
There her concern for her students led her to 
devote much time and energy to the cause of 
higher education for women. Could be used 
with older girls who are interested in science.

Creel, Herrlee Glessner. Confucius, the 
man and the myth. Day, $5. April. 


Confucius is presented here as a forerunner of 
democracy. His ideas—as he presented them 
and not as they were interpreted and dis- 
torted in succeeding centuries—are gleaned 
from the Analects and their influence on 
western democracy, as well as Chinese cul- 
ture, appraised. Documented; easy reading 
although not popularized. 


Roberts, Kenneth Lewis. I wanted to 
write. Doubleday, $3.50. March 10. 


Stimulating reminiscences of a man who felt 
that he had to write and who appears to be a 
living example of his thesis that one cannot 
become a writer of any standing unless he 
learns to drive himself incessantly and ruth- 
lessly. Quotes numerous articles and verses 
from his newspaper days, and uses diary en- 
tries replete with “wrote,” “rewrote,” “tore 
up,” and “revised,” for most of the second 
half of the book. Authors and would-be au- 
thors will find this record of a lifetime of 
writing highly rewarding and the readers of 
his novels will enjoy the stories connected 
with the research of the books that they have 
enjoyed. Gives affectionate portraits of George 
Horace Lorimer and Booth Tarkington. 


FICTION 


Anderson, Barbara. Southbound. Farrar, 
Straus, $3. March 16. 


A many-sided fictional interpretation of racial 
prejudice and discrimination. Amanda Crane, 
Alabama-born mulatto, is taken to Ohio at the 
age of four by her grandmother Laura and 
great-grandmother Persy. Persy, an ex-slave, 
thinks racial equality is contrary to nature; 
Laura accepts discrimination for herself but 
not for her granddaughter. Their opposing 
viewpoints go into the making of Amanda’s 
confusion, along with the discrepancy she en- 
counters between legal rights and discrimina- 
tory practices. Laura’s fierce determination 
provides Amanda with a year of musical 
study in Paris, where the girl finds love, then 
loses it because of barriers set up by her own 
sensitivity about her mixed blood. Returning 
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to America, she finds peace in choosing to 
identify herself with her mother’s people. 


Baron, Alexander. From the city, from the 
plough. Washburn, $2.75. February 23. 


An English war story that is terse, moving, 
and very human in its depiction of men mov- 
ing toward annihilation. An infantry bat- 
talion is training in England, a crowd of 
ordinary men, including clumsy farmhands 
and city slum boys, watched over by a com- 
passionate colonel who knows that a grueling 
training will be their best protection. The in- 
vasion date comes, and from June until 
August they toil and fight in Normandy, now 
close-knit, tolerant comrades, fewer in num- 
bers as they qualify as experienced soldiers, 
until the time comes to take the offensive. 
There are no women except in the men’s lov- 
ing or bitter memories, and also little of the 
obscenity of cruder war books. This is dis- 
tinctive enough to make its way against the 
apathy toward war novels. 


Boyle, Kay. His human majesty. Whittle- 
sey, $3. April 11. 


In the winter of 1944 ski troops were being 
trained in the mountains in Colorado. Some 
were Europeans, preparing to fight for their 
countries in the American army, others from 
many parts of the U.S. with little in common 
except the shared experience of isolation, bit- 
ter cold, and rigorous training. One man’s 
actress wife came to camp, his friend betrayed 
him by spending the night with her, and the 
next day she died trying to smuggle out a 
German prisoner of war. One soldier in a 
sadistic moment tried to kill a Jew. A waitress 
had word of her husband’s death, and a sol- 
dier stayed out of camp to be with her. There 
is little consecutive narrative, rather a bit- 
by-bit build-up of various men and their 
backgrounds, done with the author’s usual 
skill in oblique characterization. 


Buck, Pearl (Sydenstricker). Kinfolk. Day, 
$3.50. May 19. 


An indiscretion on the part of Louise, the 
youngest, caused the Liangs to bundle all 
four of their children off to China. This 
fitted in perfectly with the plans of the two 
eldest who had always planned that James 
would some day practice medicine in China, 
while Mary would teach. Peter and Louise, 
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however, were thoroughly Americanized, re- 
sented their Chinese background, and found 
life in China hateful. Peter became involved 
in revolutionary activities and was murdered; 
Louise married an American soldier who took 
her back to New York. James and Mary re- 
turned to their ancestral village, finding con- 
tentment in a way of life in which they gra- 
ciously conformed to many of the old tradi- 
tions, at the same time tactfully bringing the 
village to accept what science and education 
had to offer. 


Burt, Katharine (Newlin). Strong citadel. 
Scribner, $3. March 14. 


Family pride, unjustified and cruel in its ef- 
fect on a younger generation, is the theme of 
this Philadelphia story. Janice Lane had 
idolized her father Judge Evarts and when 
widowed she brought her two children to his 
home. Later it was her home, wealthy, cor- 
rect, and exclusive, a shrine to her father’s 
memory. Her son escaped, first to the war, 
then through marriage to a Russian girl. 
Cicily, rebellious but less courageous, was 
maneuvered into a correct marriage, then 
left it for the man her mother had thought 
unfit. It was Katia, the Russian, who unwit- 
tingly completed Janice’s humiliation, by her 
acquaintance with the judge’s_ illegitimate 
daughter, and then Janice knew the shrine 
was a hollow sham. 


Gaither, Frances Ormond (Jones). Double 
muscadine. Macmillan, $3.50. March 7. 
This novel of slavery days in Mississippi is 
objectively told, with neither satire nor spe- 
cial pleading for a society conditioned by its 
dependence on slave labor. Kirk McLean, a 
popular widower, brought to his plantation 
home a young bride from Georgia, and soon 
after a pert, spoiled quadroon. Almost im- 
mediately the whole family was poisoned and 
Kirk’s child died. The slave girl was con- 
victed, but a young lawyer, stirred by sus- 
picions of the testimony, as well as by his own 
ambition, had the case reopened. Most of the 
story is told in the progress of the trial, as 
lives and motives are exposed with unex- 
pected scandal, jealousy, and cowardice, and 
the unhappy young wife, forced to sudden 
maturity, changes from a girl shocked by her 
husband's relations with colored girls to a 
woman who accepts her responsibility for 
protecting the man. Will remind readers of 
the author’s The red cock crows (BOOKLIST 
40:355, Je 15 44). 


Gerahty, Digby George. Elephant Walk, a 
novel by Robert Standish [pseud.]. Mac- 
millan, $3. April 5. 

With the fortune he had made in tea planting, 


Tom Carey built a monstrosity of a house and 
initiated a tradition of boisterous hospitality. 
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Under Tom, and later under his son George, 
Elephant Walk was the bachelor’s paradise of 
Ceylon; then Ceorge married, and the intro- 
duction of a woman to the household was re- 
sented by native servants and old cronies 
alike. In spite of their opposition, and the 
complications that came of an illicit love af- 
fair, Ruth’s influence gradually gained as- 
cendancy and prevailed entirely when ele- 
phants and fire combined to destroy the 
house and the old way of life went with it. 
Perhaps overlong, but characterization and 
local color are good. 


Lawrence, Josephine. My heart shall not 
fear. Whittlesey, $2.75. March 24. 


A somewhat sentimental presentation of un- 
selfish love as exemplified positively and 
negatively in the individual and collective 
lives of the Garrison family connection. The 
book—and the family groups involved—finds 
a focal point in young Patience Garrison, re- 
ceiving visitors after the birth of her first son. 
An amazing number of life histories are un- 
covered, as the author accompanies each visi- 
tor to his home and delves into his or her 
past, and _ several interesting, sometimes 
pathetic, situations are noted but not resolved 
in every case. 


Lewis, Sinclair. The God-seeker, a novel. 
Random, $3.50. March 4. 


Brought up in New England one hundred 
years ago, when theological hairsplitting and 
hell-fire were the chief subjects of conversa- 
tion, Aaron Gadd was easily persuaded that 
he had a call to become a missionary to the 
Indians. Before his training had proceeded 
very far he began to suspect that Indians left 
to themselves were fairly decent people, while 
most of his colleagues were either self-de- 
luded or humbugs. Preferring to be a good 
carpenter rather than a bad missionary, Aaron 
removed himself to St. Paul where he and his 
half-Indian wife became pioneer leaders of 
the community and champions of abolition, 
labor unions, and racial tolerance. A novel 
with a purpose, uneven in its power to hold 
the reader’s interest. 


Lofts, Norah (Robinson). A calf for Venus. 
Doubleday, $2.75. February 24. 


Humphrey Shadbolt, almost twenty-one and 
about to complete his apprenticeship as a 
doctor, fell desperately in love with sixteen- 
year-old Letty Rowan, newly arrived in her 
aunt’s questionable establishment. Without 
consulting Letty, who did not consider her- 
self to be in need of rescue, the romantic 
Humphrey determined to remove her from 
such disreputable surroundings and engaged 
in smuggling to obtain the necessary funds. 
Ironically, his interference resulted in death 
for Letty and the man she loved, while Hum- 
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phrey. in spite of wounds and bereavement, 
seemed likely to make a_ swift recovery. 
Scene: England in the early 1800's. 


Poole, Ernest. The Nancy Flyer, a stage- 
coach epic. Crowell, $3. February 28. 

The heydays of the stagecoach and the effect 
thereon of rail travel are described by Sam 
Hubbard, a lad of seven in 1835 when the 
story opens. His mother, an attractive young 
widow, ran an inn in the New Hampshire 
mountains and her prosperity depended on 
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the travelers who went through by coach or 
later by train. Bob Gale, finest whip and most 
popular ladies’ man of the hills, became Sam’s 
stepfather and taught him to know, love, and 
drive horses, although Sam’s main interest 
was in breeding the Morgan strain. Both Bob 
and Sam served in the Civil War and later 
journeyed to the West coast—the last strong- 
hold of staging—but the railroads finally won 
the contest on land as the steamships won 
over the clippers at sea, and a colorful era 
came to an end.

Camilla noticed a man on the platform whose 
appearance she mistrusted, but a suicide in 
the path of their approaching train drew the 
two together and they discovered that they 
had vacation plans in the same little English 
village. Here, as in A view of the harbour 
(Booxuist 44:110, N 15 45), there is a vagabond 
who has a way with the ladies, a passionate 
woman looking for affection, and a whole- 
some, extrovert chum, but the story is not the 
same.

Twenty-five years ago the author bought an 
old house in Connecticut and became one of 
the many people who depend on the city for 
livelihood but go rural for weekends and va- 
cations. This is the usual story of experiment- 
ing and learning in the garden, with excur- 
sions in such diverse subjects as local history, 
beards in America, and parasitic city folk. 


Harrison, Charles Yale. Thank God for my 
heart attack.

The title indicates one man’s sudden realiza- 
tion that his survival of a coronary thrombosis 
was a miraculous second chance and oppor- 
tunity during convalescence to reevaluate his 
personal philosophy and restyle his living.

Saleil, Jeanne. A house in the Cévennes.

The author’s family were foreigners in the 
village in the Cévennes where they spent their 
summers. To be sure they were French, but 
they were city people, viewed with suspicion 
by the villagers, and on probation for several 
years. This is the story of their remaking of 
an old house, with the disapproved innovation 
of plumbing, and of their gradual sharing of 
the local life, with its feuds, superstitions, and 
staunch loyalties. Humorously told, by a 


Frenchwoman who appreciates her country- 
men while laughing at their peculiarities. It 
will appeal most to people knowing the 
French. 


Wilson, Carol (Green). Gump’s treasure 
trade, a story of San Francisco. Crowell, 
$5. April. 


One of San Francisco’s landmarks, the store 
owned by the Gumps, is known to tourists and 
to art collectors throughout the world. The 
first Gump, an enterprising merchant looking 
for opportunities in the West, arrived in San 
Francisco in 1850, and prospered. His son, al- 
though half blind from childhood, specialized 
in Oriental art and built up the great import- 
ing business now carried on by his sons. He 
was both a shrewd moneymaker and a con- 
noisseur, discovering and encouraging Cali- 
fornia artists and craftsmen while his buyers 
were bringing back art treasures from many 
countries. Family and business history, with 
anecdotes but little popularization.

From the Revolution to the first World War 
the Ayres family held to their home place in a 
village on the Mohawk River. Their sons were 
in each war, and some died; all, men and 
women alike, were strong individuals and 
high-minded patriots. In the same village the 
Colcords went their own way, hating and en- 
vying the Ayreses, finding a bitter satisfaction 
in the fortune built by greed and dishonesty 
which grew as the other family’s estate 
dwindled. Good characterization and a satis- 
fying story. 


Farson, Negley. The sons of Noah. Har- 
court, $3.50. April 21. 


Anna Regan, daughter of a small-town prosit- 
tute, and Caspar Greer, of a prominent Phila- 
delphia family, are desperately in love and it 
comes as a great shock when Anna’s mother 
tells them that they had the same father. 
Caspar becomes a sea-going hermit and Anna 
prepares to marry Richard Fenner, Caspar’s 
best friend and the narrator of the story. A 
somber atmosphere prevails, since it is evident 
that Caspar and Anna are still hopelessly in 
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love but trying to make the best of things, 
and the reader is caught unprepared when 
Mrs. Regan’s story is proved a malicious lie. 
Richard, a cynical and disillusioned writer, 
contributes much comment on our decadent 
civilization, as well as some good descriptions 
of sailing and the outdoor life.

The pilgrimage of 
Western man. Harcourt, $4. May 5. 


In his reexamination of Western history from 
the close of the Middle Ages to the present 
postwar era, the author has selected and 
stressed material to show that the develop- 
ment of the sovereign nation-states has 
reached its end and must be replaced by a 
larger community of nations. The exact or- 
ganization of this super state is not clearly 
outlined but the reader may forgive the au- 
thor this vagueness because of his readable, 
vivid picture of modern European history. 


Schauffler, Robert Haven. Franz Schubert, 
the Ariel of music. Putnam, $5. May 20. 


The author has compared and assembled the 
available material on Schubert’s life as care- 
fully as he did the Brahms’ memorabilia for 
The unknown Brahms (Booxktist 30:147, Ja 
34). Although the book is well documented 
for the most part, Schauffler fails to validate 
his occasional disagreements with previous 
biographers. Part two analyzes the most im- 
portant of Schubert’s compositions.

A plant ecologist writes here of the historical, 
botanical, horticultural, and medicinal aspects 
of questionable stimulants as well as of their 
deleterious effects. The plants range from the 
commonly accepted tea, coffee, and chocolate 
through tobacco and the plant bases of alcohol 
to the hemp of hashish and marihuana, the 
pituri associated with the “twilight sleep” of 
childbirth, and the fly agaric commonly seen 
in European fairy rings. Information is con- 
cise, entertainingly presented, and not sensa- 
tional.

The most illuminating and entertaining of 
recent Hawthorne biographies, this is an at- 
tractive picture of the man as he is revealed 
through his writings. Biographical data is 
present, but not obtrusive; it is Hawthorne’s 


personality and mind that are remembered. 
As in Stewart, Nathaniel Hawthorne, a biog- 
raphy and Cantwell, Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
the American years (BookK.ist 45:102, N 15 
48) the serene happiness of the Hawthornes’ 
marriage is noteworthy, though Van Doren, 
of the three biographers, seems least attracted 
by the wife’s personality.

Her 
beauty and charm were legendary and her 
rise to power meteoric, but her failure to 
produce a male heir made it easy for Henry 
to decide to get rid of her. Such notable fig- 
ures as Katharine of Aragon, Sir Thomas 
More, Thomas Wyatt, Cromwell, Wolsey, and 
Cranmer are a part of the court background 
but attention is focused on the sensual king 
and his amorous pursuits. 


Maier, William. Pleasure Island. Mess- 
ner, $3.

The situation of an unworldly English gentle- 
man with three beautiful daughters on a 
peaceful Pacific island taken over by the U.S. 
Marines and Navy as a defense base might 
result in just another bawdy tale, but this 
does not. The family meets the newcomers 
with friendly curiosity, touched in the case 
of the eldest daughter with eagerness, but the 
girls are well bred even though more worldly 
in some ways than their father. Some of the 


newcomers behave badly and the father is 
offended, not only by the treatment of his 
family but of the native blacks whom he has 
carefully protected from outside evils. The 
decent, honorable men show themselves in 
the majority, win back the father’s friend- 
ship, and one romance seems destined for a 
happy end.

Caesar himself impresses the reader as a 
coldly inhuman, utterly vicious being, without 
an iota of the charm which the author claims 
for him. In spite of these faults the book is to 
be recommended as a lively tale in which 
ancient Rome and names from history books 
take on reality.

This timely story of the powerful Dodd family, 
who control land and water in California, reflects 
current concern with the problem of exploitation 
of natural resources for the advantage of a few or 
administration for the benefit of many. Family 
influence forces Edward to abandon youthful ideals 
but his unacknowledged son carries on the fight 


for service to the people. Complex, but stimulating 
and readable. 


KELLINO, PAMELA AND Mason, JAMES. The cats 
in our lives; with drawings by James Mason.

Besides the picture here presented of Hopkins as 
the sounding board and close adviser of President 
Roosevelt, the reader is given as well the exciting 
history of the story behind the war, the handling 
of crises, the building of international relation- 
ships. A distinguished biography that is too long 
for the casual reader but should be brought to the 


attention of older young people with broad inter- 
ests.

Correspondence between a mother and her daugh- 
ter in college is the medium for a frank discussion 
on subjects vital to teen agers. The material is 
wisely handled and will be valuable for students 
who are ready for the information included. Some 
high school girls and their mothers have read and 
liked the book, but because of the style and sub- 
ject matter librarians should examine before 
ordering.

Hedman, Martha. Uncle, aunt and Jezebel. 
Scribner, $3. September. 


A slight variation on the life-with-Father 
theme, with a Finnish setting. The author, 
when a young girl, went from her home in 
northern Sweden to live with her aunt and 
uncle in Helsingfors. They were a prosperous 
middle-aged couple, but there was always a 
worry in Aunt Mathilda’s mind, for she was 
well aware of Mathias’ infatuation with an 
attractive widow, known to her as Jezebel, 
whom she suspected of persuading Uncle 
Mathias toward divorce. She fought with 
food, woman’s best weapon, knowing no man 
would leave a home where food was superla- 
tive. This is an anecdotal history of several 
years, when Uncle was being pampered and 
smothered in domesticity, the niece was being 
trained in cookery and needlework, and later 
was allowed to study for the stage because 
everyone was sure she would be married be- 
fore she qualified for the theater. 


Johnson, Gerald White. Our English heri- 
tage. Lippincott, $3.50. August 17. 


A social history which makes a witty and 
penetrating analysis of the surviving influ- 
ences and contributions traceable to our Eng- 
lish forebears. The first part of the book dis- 
cusses the English settlers themselves as the 
Expendables, the Indispensables, and the Gen- 
tlemen of quality; the second half points out 
the enduring effect of English ideas on our 
language, law, faith, arts, sciences, and phi- 
losophy. 


Parrish, Mary Frances (Kennedy). An 
alphabet for gourmets; by M. F. K. Fisher 
[pseud.]; decorations by Marvin Bileck. 
Viking, $3. September. 


The people who enjoyed How to cook a wolf 
(1942. 216p. Duell, Sloan & Pearce, $2.50. 
42-16548) and Serve it forth (BooKk.isT 34:6, 
S 37) will want to read these additional essays 
on the pleasures of the table. Runs the gamut 
of eating experience, with notes on such di- 
verse items as the recollected joys of child- 
hood snacks, recipes of André Simon and the 
Grand Marnier company, and meals eaten in 
connection with sorrow and death. Much of 
the book appeared originally in Gourmet. 
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Rogers, Agnes. Women are here to stay. 
Harper, $5. September 7. 


“The durable sex in its infinite variety 
through half a century of American life.”— 
Subtitle. Entertainment and social history 
similar to that found in Allen, I remember 
distinctly (Booxkuist 44:48, O 1 47), is here in 
photographs and text revealing changes in 
women’s styles, manners, sports, and occupa- 
tions. Dozens of illustrations show women, 
many of them well known, who represent 
achievements of their sex as writers, reform- 
ers, actresses, and athletes; other pictures 
record the changing American scene, the de- 
pression of the 30’s, famous crimes, women in 
industry, changes in homes and in clothing. 
Not a balanced history; many women and 
activities one might expect to find are miss- 
ing. Indexed. The volume, which is in paper- 
covered boards, can be rebound, although 
some pictures bleed the inner margin. 


Schweitzer, Albert. Out of my life and 
thought. Holt, $3.50. July. 


Everett Skillings has added a chapter cover- 
ing Dr. Schweitzer’s activities from 1932 to 
1949 to the author’s account of his education 
and work which was originally published in 
1933 (Booktist 29:9, My 33). More readable 
than Seaver’s Albert Schweitzer (BOOKLIST 
44:133, D 1 47), more restrained than Hage- 
dorn’s Prophet in the wilderness (BOOKLIST 
44:132, D 1 47), and more endearing than 
either. 


Sheean, Vincent. Lead, kindly light. Ran- 
dom, $3.75. July 14. 


There is personal testimony to the influence 
of Gandhi’s teaching in an American corres- 
pondent’s tribute to Gandhi’s spiritual sig- 
nificance. The Indian leader’s early life, his 
religious development, the background of 
Hindu writings, and social factors are ex- 
amined for their contribution to his philoso- 
phy and his principle of nonviolence. An in- 
terview with Gandhi shortly before his death 
climaxed the author’s conversion to his phi- 
losophy. Will appeal to readers searching for 
nonmaterialistic values. 


Tully, Grace. F. D. R., my boss. Scribner, 
$3.50. Tentative date September. 
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Another of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s entourage 
writes her personal experiences during many 
years as his private secretary, and her impres- 
sions of his family, fellow workers, and White 
House visitors. Affectionate and admiring, the 
tone is set in an opening sentence, “To me, 
Franklin Roosevelt was not a complex man; 
he was, instead, a man of straightforward 
simplicity, a man of courage, of honesty and 
of deep conviction.” 


FICTION 


Carroll, Gladys (Hasty). West of the hill. 
Macmillan, $3. Tentative date September 
6. 


Another of this author’s Maine stories, this 
time of the 1860’s, tells of the first two years 
of Brad and Molly’s married life. Mistreated 
and desperate, she ran away from her foster 
parents to marry the young farmer and fish 
peddler, to live for the first time among neigh- 
bors, and to find undreamed of happiness in a 
home of her own. A single meeting with a 
gentle old preacher brought her a conception 
of religion very different from the rigid Puri- 
tanism of the community; the following year 
another unorthodox preacher encouraged her 
in extending Christian fellowship to the ostra- 
cized French and Irish laborers in the forest, 
and climax of the story is a forest fire in 
which all suffered and worked together. The 
book has human warmth and tenderness, the 
characters are real, but the theme of religious 
and racial tolerance is sometimes labored 
almost to the point of becoming a tract. 


Mead, Shepherd. The magnificent Mac- 
Innes. Farrar, Straus, $2.50. July 20. 


Polls and pollsters, now fair sport for satirists, 
are the subject of a novel that, while amusing, 
is neither so humorous nor so sharply satirical 
as it could have been. Uncle Mac, who pre- 
ferred a solitary life with plenty of fishing, 
was a gold mine for the enterprising young 
men who discovered his talent. The most sen- 
sitive man in the world, he could predict in 
one second the nation’s preferences on any 
subject, whether soap, radio broadcasters, 
books, or night club girls. Fred and Colter, 
with an enormous mysterious machine origi- 
nally designed to control gunfire on a battle- 
ship and now named a Psychoelectronic Cor- 
relator, as the ostensible source of Mac’s pre- 
dictions, were on the way to putting pollsters 
out of business and reducing everything in 
the country to a flat uniformity of the lowest 
common denominator, when Mac’s sensitivity 
waned under too much attention. 


Morris, Wright. The world in an attic. 
Scribner, $2.75. August 29. 


A Nebraskan expatriate returns to his native 
state on vacation and decides to drive through 
the little town where he grew up. Because 
his wife regards the idea with displeasure, he 
does not announce in advance his decision to 
go by to see.a boyhood pal, to stay overnight 
with him, and to visit with a decrepit old 
woman whom he remembers fondly. His ar- 
rival coincides with the final scene in the life 
of a long-envied hostess, and this even adds a 
touch of wry humor to the author’s fictionized 
reminiscences. 


Steen, Marguerite. Twilight on the Floods. 
Doubleday, $3.95. July 29. 


The Victorian descendants of the Floods of 
The sun was my undoing (Book.ist 38:13, S 
41) were a stuffy lot, with the notable excep- 
tion of young Johnny. At fourteen he ran 
away to Africa; the profound impression made 
by this brief experience, coupled with the dis- 
covery that his great-grandfather had been a 
slave trader, developed a sense of obligation to 
the country and the black people. A second 
visit strengthened his purpose and nearly 
wrecked his health; a third cost him his life. 
As bulky a book as its predecessor, written in 
a virile style that creates a sharp impression 
of the sights, sounds, and especially the smells 
of Africa; with well-defined characters. 


Whipple, Dorothy. Because of the Lock- 
woods. Macmillan, $3.50. July 19. 


The Lockwoods, with the exception of little 
Clare, were an obnoxious family, and Thea 
Hunter’s childhood had been a series of hu- 
miliations because of her mother’s servility to 
them. When Thea’s father died Mr. Lock- 
wood, at his wife’s insistence, had managed 
the small estate and dictated the children’s 
education and choice of jobs. His wife and the 
twins patronized and bullied the Hunters, and 
unwillingly allowed Thea to accompany the 
girls to a French boarding school where she 
was to exchange English for French lessons. 
French prudery and suspicion sent her home 
in disgrace, but when she stumbled on proof 
of Mr. Lockwood’s dishonesty, pity for him 
overcame hatred. There is romance in the 
story, as an ambitious boy from the slums, 
well started as a merchant of secondhand odds 
and ends, finds an Emily Post to teach him 
speech, deportment, and dress, and forces 
Thea to change from scorn to tolerance and 
then to respect and gratitude as he helps her 
brother and sister escape from the Lockwood 
domination.

$3.95. August 19. 


A “story of America between two wars, told 
in terms of the most significant, or typical, or 
utterly fantastic news events of the gaudy and 
chaotic years that separated Versailles and 
Pearl Harbor . . .”—Preface. The pieces were 
especially written for the collection by 22 
authors connected with the period and often 
the event about which they write. Partial con-

Overstreet, Harry Allen. The mature mind. 
Norton, boards, $2.95. August 10. 


Maturity of mind, emotions, and social outlook 
are examined in the light of psychological in- 
sights and Mr. Overstreet makes very definite 
applications of mature conduct in home life, 
economics, politics, education, religion, and 
social relations. The book is very readable, 
with a challenging, tonic quality in statements 
on individual behavior and on social institu- 
tions, that are mature or immature to the ex- 
tent that they are conducive to individual 
growth. The book should be stimulating in 
adult education groups but also has appeal for 
the general reader. 


Parmenter, Ross. The plant in my window. 
Crowell, $2.50. August 15. 


A war veteran, working in New York, moved 
into a one-room apartment, and found a small 
plant left by the former tenant. This is the 
story of his slowly awakened interest, his 
curiosity, and then his engrossing study when 
he had identified the plant as a philodendron. 
The elementary facts of botany, known to any 
plant fancier, were entirely new to him, and 
his quest for information led him to florists, to 
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book stores, and to libraries. The appeal that 
this very simple, self-centered narrative may 
have is hard to judge; the implication is that 
one small plant helped a veteran adjust to 
civilian life. 


Plagemann, Bentz. My place to stand. 
Farrar, Straus, $2.75. July 22. 


In 1944 the author was pharmacist’s mate on 
an LST which was destined to receive the 
wounded in a landing operation, and give first 
aid, in cooperation with doctors taken aboard 
with the wounded. The author was inexperi- 
enced, sketchily trained in the job, and wor- 
ried about his responsibility, but before they 
saw action in Italy he was stricken with polio, 
taken to a Naples hospital, and then flown to 
the U.S. This is a sensitive, introspective 
man’s reaction to the affliction; half of the 
book is the story of his stay at Warm Springs, 
where the event of the year was the visit of 
a war-weary, exhausted president. Well writ- 
ten, without dramatization; the author is a 
professional writer. 


Stuart, Jesse. The thread that 
true. Scribner, $3. September. 


The poet-novelist describes his turbulent ca- 
reer as a teacher, which he abandoned after 
almost 20 years because it didn’t pay enough 
to permit him to marry. This is a vigorous 
account of his progress from his first day in 
charge of a one-room rural school in Ken- 
tucky, when he had to establish discipline 
with his fists, through increasingly responsible 
positions in which he sometimes had to defend 
his policies at gun point; it tells of some highly 
individual methods of teaching and adminis- 
tration, and breaks at last into a philippic on 
the economic plight of teachers. Poetic and 
entertaining, with some slight overlapping of 
an earlier partial autobiography.

Caldwell, Taylor. Let love come 
Scribner, $3. August 1. 


William was frank about marrying only to 
provide a refined, sensible mother for the chil- 
dren he wanted to have. Ursula loved him in 
spite of his uncouthness and distorted values 
and, feeling certain that he loved her, agreed 
to become mistress of what turned out to be 
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the largest and gaudiest house in the Pennsyl- 
vania town and to mother his adopted two- 
year-old. The hoped for rapport never devel- 
oped. William allowed the children to do 
exactly as they pleased, much to everyone’s 
disgust, and Ursula found herself giving in to 
prevent her husband’s defensive emotional 
outbursts. Full of melodramatic happenings 
handled in uninspired fashion. 


Christie, Robert. Inherit the night. Far- 
rar, Straus, $3. July 21. 


After the debacle in Europe, Kurt Werden— 
obviously Hitler—takes refuge in an Andean 
village so remote and nearly inaccessible that 
even its nearest neighbors believe it to be an 
illusion. San Cobar has been isolated for so 
long that it has forgotten the existence of fear 
and evil, but Werden’s mind cannot conceive 
of such innocence, and he sets about getting 
the village into his power, working through 
the weak to destroy the strong. When he in- 
troduces the first death by violence San Cobar 
has ever known, the villagers turn upon him 
and send him out to his death on the moun- 
tains. Effectively done. 


Feikema, Feike. The primitive. Double- 
day, $3.50. September 15. 


Thurs Wraldson, a young giant, is handicapped 
by his size and by uncertainty about his ori- 
gin, both of which are the source of a lack of 
self-confidence that hasn’t been allayed even 
by kindness in a small orphans’ home in west- 
ern Iowa. At eighteen, Thurs has his chance 
at college, the scene for most of the story. His 
size, his awkwardness, and his limited farm 
background cause him anguish and most pain- 
ful is his frustrating love for a diminutive, 
brilliant girl. During four years, however, 
Thurs begins to appreciate his power, dis- 
covers his musical ability, and in spite of the 
limitations of a denominational school, has 
glimpsed a wider world. The cumulative effect 
is touching but some incidents are overly long 
and tiresome. The first of a trilogy to be named 
World’s wanderer. 


Frankau, Pamela. The willow cabin. Har- 
court, $3. August 17. 


Caroline was single-minded about having her 
own way and rebellious against all restraint; 
when she fell in love with Michael it was 
exactly like her to sacrifice career, reputation, 
and friends to become his mistress, and to 
resent fiercely his estranged wife. When 
Michael died, Caroline took up her career 
where she had left off and become an enor- 
mously successful actress, but her emotional 
state remained chaotic until she met Michael’s 
wife, made friends with her, and learned to 
understand Michael’s relationship to each of 
them. Caroline evokes some sympathy and 
much impatience, but in the end she seems to 
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be arriving at as much maturity and calmness 
as her dramatic temperament will permit. 


Havighurst, Walter. Signature of time. 
Maemillan, $3.50. Tentative date Septem- 
ber 13. 


Maury was embarrassed because after being 
a correspondent during the war he found it 
impossible to settle down to his former job on 
a Cleveland paper. Given a month off, he 
went to the Lake Erie island where four gen- 
erations of his family had lived, and found 
three other people who were disturbed and 
seeking a way out. Gerda, with whom he had 
grown up, had lost her singing voice on 
U.S.O. tour, his brother emerged from 14 
months in a Honolulu hospital with little of 
his original body left and found that his wife 
wanted a divorce, while a nurse who yearned 
to become a doctor came to the island beaten 
down by the prejudice against women in 
medical school. Contrasts the distorted life 
of the present with the more regular existence 
of the past in flashbacks so frequent they are 
sometimes confusing. 


Howe, George. Call it treason. 
$3. August. 


Three of the possible motives for a man’s be- 
coming a spy for the enemy—riches, risk, and 
faith—are developed in this novel of sus- 
pense. Three volunteers from the German 
prisoners of war—each with a different mo- 
tivation—are trained and briefed by US. 
Army Intelligence and dropped by parachute 
beyond the Rhine. Karl Maurer’s mission is 
to get information about German troop posi- 
tions and return with it to headquarters, and 
his story is told in detail. Tension mounts as 
his trip progresses. He keeps just ahead of 
betrayal and the report gets through, although 
Karl gives his life for his belief that he was 
serving freedom’s cause by working for his 
country’s enemies.

Wonderful yarn about the career of one Dead 
Sweet Joe Stephenson, Irish prospector for 
Australian gold. Joe was certain that he had 
struck gold again and was quite willing to 
drive back to the desert for more samples. 
When he and his pal discovered that they had 
a broken radiator block, the two old prospec- 
tors walked 150 miles to the nearest water 
hole and found it dry. The past pressed in 
upon Joe, along with the sun, and he recol- 
lected the great adventure in which he made 
$30,000 on a fluke mine and lost it without 
batting an eye in a game of head-or-tail. 


Jordan, Helen Rosaline. Parson Austen’s 
daughter, by Helen Ashton [pseud.]. 
Dodd, $3. September 6. 
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A treat for Jane Austen fans in a slightly 
fictionized account of her life and her fam- 
ily, which brings together in a chronological 
narrative material from family papers, let- 
ters, and biographies. No offensive popular- 
ization, but the restrained story, in a style 
not too far from Jane’s, of the brothers and 
the sisters, the parents, the nieces, and the 
few friends who made up the novelist’s cir- 
cle, the life in parsonages, small country 
estates, the anxiety about suitable marriages, 
and Jane’s gradual wry acceptance of spin- 
sterhood. All the fabric of her novels is here, 
and their writing, first secretively, to be pub- 
lished anonymously, then openly and proudly 
in the short years before her early death. 


Mayse, Arthur. Perilous passage. Mor- 
row, $3. July 27. 


When Clint Farrell recovered consciousness 
the boat on which he’d been a fishing partner 
was being towed by a young girl to an island 
near British Columbia. There had been a 
fight on the boat and Clint could remember 
nothing else. The girl gave him a job on her 
farm, helping a mysterious middle-aged 
farm hand. There was another attempt on 
Clint’s life, his partner’s body washed ashore, 
there were unexplained antagonisms, and he 
was frightened and worried as bits of memory 
returned. Then suddenly he was part of a 
conspiracy, the farm hand belonged to the 
Canadian Mounted, a smuggling ring was 
being hunted down, and a thrilling kidnaping 
ended several lives and cleared the way for 
romance. Adventure, mystery, violence, and 
love in a thrilling story. Serialized in Satur- 
day Evening Post. 


North, Robert Carver. Revolt in San Mar- 
cos. Houghton, $3.95. August 2. 


An unnamed Central American country dur- 
ing the last 30 years is the scene, and the cen- 
tral character is Carlos, an Indian, who is sub- 
jected to the ideas of the groups conflicting for 
power in his country. When he comes to the 
city, an ingrained morality saves him from 
becoming a hoodlum and he is also wise 
enough not to join the forces of the ruling dic- 


tator. For a time he thinks he will become a 
priest but drops this at urges of the flesh and 
an introduction to the ideas of his liberal em- 
ployer. He studies law, is wooed by Marxists, 
is imprisoned for his associations, and is con- 
stantly aware of the financial and _ political 
power of the huge Yanqui firm established in 
his country. At last he joins the forces of his 
old liberal employer who uses communist aid 
to overthrow the dictator, only to make com- 
promises with the opportunists of the old 
order and the Yanqui interests in order to 
shut out the communists. Overly long with 
patches of crudities, but sincere and meant for 
the serious reader. 


Sabatini, Rafael. The gamester. Houghton, 
$3. August 30. 


The author has chosen the period of John 
Law’s life during which the Scottish financier 
and gambler attempted to rehabilitate the 
French economy after the death of Louis 
XIV. The woman for whom Law had fought 
a duel and killed a man in England reenters 
his life briefly, but in the end Law reaches a 
deeper understanding with his wife after he is 
made the scape goat for the debacle in French 
financial schemes. The romantic element is 
slight but there is plenty of intrigue albeit of 
a financial nature that may be too compli- 
cated for some adventure readers. 


Smith, Dorothy Evelyn. 
bright. Dutton, $3. July 27. 


A woman’s story, told in the first person. 
Christine Bentley lived in the last years of 
Queen Victoria’s reign. She tells of her 
schooldays, of the adored brother who was 
always to be a worry and a responsibility, 
and of her childhood infatuation with a hand- 
some young laborer whose ambition was to 
manage his own small farm and be a veterin- 
ary. She married a wealthy, coldhearted man 
of the world, at his death was defrauded of 
his money, and last, when the farmer also 
was free, became what she had always wanted 
to be, the mistress of his farm. Conservative, 
sentimental, and rather old-fashioned, and 
will be popular with readers of English ro- 
mances.
